it be adopted. 
U is not a (piestion, 
it never is a (piestion in the long 
run in any form of the government, 
whether or not the furtherest applica­ 
tion of that form be made. 
'There 
is much wisdom in i^ope’s line : 
T'or forms of g ov ernment let fools contest; 
What’s best administered is best. 
Hut it seems to us that this m ove­ 
ment for the direct popular choice 
of senators is not only a further ex ­ 
position of democracy, but that it 
is right. 
(,'crtainly 
the 
indirect 
choice lias had a full trial in the 
course of a century, and the result 
is not one to boast of. 
'The [ires- 
ence of senators who iiave degraded 
and do degrade the senate in the 
eyes of the country is the result of 
the jircsent system. 
It is luirdlv 
too much to say that in many cases 
the senatorial (dioice as it is now 
made 
has 
Iiecome 
a rotten bnr- 
roiighism. 
Hrice from Ohio. (J nav 
from Pennsylvania, and the kmg list 
of millionaires from western states 
are ex amples of misrepresentation 
that could not happen under a sys­ 
tem of iiopular clioice. 
'Phis svs- 
tem has worked well in its other con­ 
spicuous 
application, 
namely, 
to 
the choice of judges. 
It has been a 
standing theory that democracy has 
show'll its coarseness and ignorani e 
in this system. 
'There has been 
contrast continually with the system 
of elective judges to that of an ap- 
])ointive judiciary. 
'The results are 
not such as to impeach the elective 
system. 
'The feeling, w’e believe, is that in 
the long run the elective 
system, 
though it does elevate ignoramuses 
from time to time, results in juslic'e 
as substantial 
and 
unstrained 
as 
that whi('h comes from an apjioint- 
ive judiciary. 
'The 
]>roof 
of the 
imddiiig is eating thereof. TdegaiK e 
and erudition are desirable, Imt hon­ 
esty and the courage of honesty are 
more desirable, and it does a])])ear 
that the spirit of institutions which 
brings high officials into direct re­ 
sponsibility to the 
people, makes 
for honesty (fuite as strongly, if not 
more strongly, than an indirei't sys­ 
tem. 
So if it is to ])e a (dioice be- 
tw'een inteHectual 
attainment and 
clear grit, let 
us have the latter. 
Legislation is not a cull nor a nn s- 
icry. 
It is understandable by ])lain 
men endow'ed w'ith g ood, common 
sense. 
And in 
these 
days ot the 
telegraph and newsjiapers at every 
cross roads, the elements of under­ 
standing are wdthiii the reaidi of the 
|)eo[)le as they 
never

Donlilo mix ed (piartets are utilized hy 
sevent€ ?en different

some cases there being a lirstand second 
(piartet, one singing at the morning 
service and the other at night.

salary. Tliirty-ono churches have volun­ 
teer clioirs of all kinds. 
Then there are 
thirty-three choirs made up of hoys, or 
of hoys and men. One New" Y^ork church 
has an entire orchestra in addition to the 
choir.
